.mitville, including a dwelling, barn, 
and cook house were destroyed by 
fire in December, 191C, and plaintiff 
alleges that the defendant company 
ha? refused to pay the plaintiff the 
fire insurance due. 


The total amount of fire insurance 


covering the three buildings men- 
tioned, was ?1,175. 


The defendant claims -that the 


plaintiff misrepresented the value o£ 
the property. 


Mr. Boyce Called. 


Benjamin A. Boyce was the first 


witness called this morning by the 
defendant's 
attorneys. 
Boyce re-

Copenhagen, Oct. 24.—Germany's 


sea forces in the Baltic have been 
split up into several squadrons and 
further operations upon a grand scale 
seem imminent today. 


Part of the German men-of-war are 


cruising in the Gulf of Biga and off 
the mainland, a second squadron is 
pushing northwards toward the Gulf 
of Finland, while another powerful 
force is lying off the Soundf the nar- 
row strip of water lying 
between 


Sweden and Denmark.

Additional reinforcements are be- 


ing received by the German Baltic 
fleet which indicates that the German 
admiralty fears that England will 
attempt to send a big fleet into the 
Baltic to aid the Russians. 


The heavy naval losses sustained 


by the Germans evidently staggered 
them, as they had palpably under- 
estimated the morale of the Russian 
sailors.
